Noted Indian Chief Dead 


Narrowly | Escaped Being Buried 
; Alive 25 Years Ago 

Moses Brown, noted Indian chief 
of the Chehalis: Reserve, B.C., is dead 
and buried and this time, his fellow- 
tribesmen say, the old man’ is nox 
likely to rise—again. . 

The chief was almost buried alive 
35 years ago. Fer two days the In- 
dian villagers thought he was dead 
as a result “of san’ accident. They 
placed the body in a coffin, perform- 
ed the usual tribal funeral rites, and 
set out for the burial ground. When 
the coffin was being lowered into the 
grave it accidentally jarred against 
the bottom and the ,sudden jolt 
brought the occupant back to con- 
sciousness. ! 

Realizing that he was imprisoned, 
Moses began to beat-furiously on the 
coffin, which was immediately broken 
open by the astonished Indians. The 
man supposedly dead walked- home 
with the mourners, apparently none 
the worse for his experience. 

The dead chief served the provin- 
cial and federal governments as a 
guide for years and as a boy accom- 
panied many prospecting parties into 
the Cariboo during the gold rush. He 
was the only full-blooded Indian ever 
employed. as a bartender in British 
Columbia, That was in* New West- 
minster in the early days of the pro- 
‘vince. 

Besides being known as a great 
medicine man among” the Indians, 
'Ghief- Moses was’ well-educated: “He 
could speak, read and write fluently, 
and also had a good knowledge of 
French, Spanish and Chinese.

Explanations and Coniments 

I, The Triumph ‘Of Love Over 
Pride, verses 22, 23.—When Jesus 
reached the western shore of the lake, 
after the events of our last lesson, 
Jairus,.a ruler of the synagogue (per- 
haps of the one which had been built 
by the centurion of Luke 77,5) came 
to him and fell at his feet in supplica-. 
tion. “My little daughter (an only 
child, Luke 8.42), is at the point of 
death; I pray Thee, that Thou come 
and lay. Thy hands on-her;- that. she 
May be made whole, and live.” The 
ruler was a pfoud Pharisee, and we 


‘have seen. how bitterly — hostile to 


Jesus the majority of the Pharisees 
had become by this time. No thought 
of what others said about Jesus. de- 
terred Jairus from seeking Him, ana 
no thought of his own station held him 
back from throwing himself in am at- 
titude of worship at the feet of the 
Rabbi. There was no act df homage 
he -would not render if only his be- 
loved child might be restored to him.” 

It, The Triumph Of Faith, verses 
24-34.—Jesus assented to the ruler’s 
urgent request, and was on His way 
with him to his home, followed by a 
great crowd of people, when an inter- 
ruption came. Thére ‘was a woman in 
the throng who had been ill for twelve 
years and had spent. all her money 
on physicians, under whose _ treat- 
ment she had suffered much, but had 
grown worse rather than: better. This 
recalls the ancient Jewish saying 
that “Even the best of doctors de- 
serves Gehenna,.”. This woman push- 
ed herself forward and touched the 
garment of Jesus in the belief that 
the touch would cure her. © 

“Tf I touch but his garments, I shall 
be made whole,” the woman said to 
herself. “Daughter, they faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace, and be 
whole of thy plague,’ were the com- 
forting words the woman heard. 

While“Jesus was speaking with the 
woman, there came a messenger from 
the ruler’s house who, said to. the 
ruler, “Thy daughter is dead; why 
troublest thou the Teacher any fur- 
ther?” “Fear not, only believe,” 
were the comforting words which 
Jesus addressed to the stri¢ken fath- 
er, Jesus then continued his way to 
the house of Jairus, but permitted no 
one*to come with him save Peter, 
James and John; the three disciples 
who especially shared ‘his confidence. 
On reaching the ruler’s house they 
heard the tumult. which was usual at 
such a time, the weeping and wailing 
of, hired mourners. “Why make ye a

Federal and Provincial Depiartniente 
Should Work Together On Gov- 
ernment Lands 

Ottawa, Ont.—During the discus- 
sion of a vote in the House of Coza- 
mons of $375,000 for seed, feed. and 
fertilizer control, G. G .Coote, U.F.A., 
Macleod, informed the Minister or 
Agriculture ‘that in Western Canada 
there was quite a problem ‘resulting 
from the growth of weeds on Govern- 
ment lands.

URGE PLAN TO 
CONVERT COAL 
INTO CRUDE OIL 


Ottawa.—The House of Commons 
called upon the Government to con- 
sider the conversion of Canadian lig- 
nite and bituminous coal into crude 
oil, A motion of T, E. Kaiser (Con- 
servative, Ontario), advocating steps 
with this in view was approved after 
brief debate. : 

Dr. Kaiser in presenting the mo- 
tion urged the Government to have 
coal-from Canada_sent to Birming- 
ham, England, and there tested as 
to its adaptability to the processes 
being used to convert coal into oil. 
He also wanted young Canadians to 
be sent abroad to study the latest 
developments in this work. 

Speaking of scientific effort, Dr. 
Kaiser suggested that at the Gate- 
way of the Prairies (Winnipeg), ‘a 
monument should be erected to Dr. 
Saunders for his work in wheat to 
show the world that there, were vic- 
tories of peace greater than dapquests 
of war. 

He believed Canada was on the 
verge of a solution for the fuel prob- 
lem by the conversion of lignite and 
bituminous coal. ~ 

A. .W. Neill (Independent, Gorrons 
Alberni); said many things could be 
done in chemistry but not always 
economically. He criticized the ‘‘man- 
datory character of the resolution,” 
as it would involve the Government 
in very dangerous expenditures. 

Hon.’ Charles Stewart, Minister of 
the Interior, declared he*had had the 
privilege of making an investigation 
and study of the whole subject mat- 
ter of the resolution while in Europe 
last summer. On one plant alone over 
1,200 chemists weré busily engaged 
at the time-of his visit. There were 
great possibilities in at least three or 
four experiments now under way in 
Europe,. It was his desire, said Mr. 
Stewart, to learn what actually could 
be done in the way of experiments 
and what could be done in a commer- 
cial way.

Ottawa.—The National Research 
Council, working in conjunction with 
the Board of Grain Commissioners, 
will be asked to investigate the feasi- 
bility of using protein content as a 
basis for grading wheat. 

A motion by John Millar (Liberal- 
Progressive, Qu'Appelle), asking’ for 
a change in the yhethod of grading 
grain, as amended by C. E. Bothwell 
(Liberal, Swift Current), carried in 
the House without division. The reso- 
lution ‘also is referred to the. agricul- 
‘tural\ committee of the House. Mr, 
Bothwell offered the amendment 
asking an-investigation by the re- 
search council, : 

Cy E.. Bothwell (Liberal, Swift 
Current), pointed to the many diff- 
culties in the way of establishing a 
system of grading based on protein 
content as recommended in the reso- 
lution, He then moved his amend- 
ment, ; 

Hon, W. R. Motherwell, 
of Agriculture, supported — the 
amendment. He pointed out that 
every year during the last 40 years 
an off-year for grain had resulted in 
requests for a change in the system 
of grading. It was undesirable that 
the number of grades be increased to 
any great extent and the matter 
shounld-have careful consideration 
from. Government experts who could 
be called before the agricultural com- 
mittee, 

John Vallance (Liberal, South Bat- 
tleford), in seconding the amendment 
said he would have preferred consid- 
eration of the problem be delayeu 
until a report had -been received from 
the agticultural committee. 

BE. J. Young (Liberal, Weyburn), 
supported the amendment. 

John Evans (Progressive, Rose- 
town), doubted if the resolution was 
practical or if it would be of bene- 
fit to the wheat grower. He was not 
opposed to the resolution, however, 
and would be glad to have the whole 
matter discussed. in committee.

Passing Of a Great Statesman 


Great Britain Mourns the Death Of 
Earl Of Oxford 

Sutton ‘Courtenay, Eng. — While 
eminent men and the press of Great 
Britain praised the Earl of Oxford's 
life of service and mourned his death, 
the body of the aged statesman, who 
died at his home here, was carried 
to the parish church’ of Sutton Cour- 
tenay. 

Praise of the Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith as a great parliamentarian, 
a forceful, gracious debater and an 
unselfish servant of the nation’s wel- 
fare. is contained in thousands of | 
messages of condolence published 
and received by his widow. All re- 
call his activities in the early days of 
the war, ‘when as Prime Minister, he 
breathed the British spirit of confi- 
dent courage. 

Many proudly remember his declar- 
ation in the face of Germany’s seem- 
ingly irresistible advance when he 
said : 

“We shall never sheath the sword ~ 
which we have not lightly drawn un- 
til Belgium recovers in full measure 
all, and more than all, she has sacri- 
ficed; until France is adequately se- 
cured against the menace of aggres- 
sion; until the rights of the smaller 
nations of Europe are placed upon an 
unassailable foundation, and until the 
military domination of Prussia _ is 
wholly and finally destroyed.”
